A MUM has been warned 
she could face a jail sentence 
for stealing nearly £6,500 
from the parent teacher 
association at her daughter’s 
school. 

Christine Byford, who was 
shielded by members of her 
family as she arrived at court, 
admitted stealing the cash over a 
two year period from the PTA at 
Newmarket’s Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School while she was the 
treasurer. 

Magistrate David Ellis said the case 
was so serious that a jail sentence could 
not be ruled out. He said there was still 
the option of passing the case to the 
crown court where a more severe 
punishment could be imposed. 

Byford, of Tannersfield Way, New¬ 
market, was released on bail until Octo¬ 
ber 9 so that a probation officer could 
prepare a pre-sentence report on her. 

The court, at Bury St Edmunds, heard 
she had now repaid the money which 
had been raised at charity events to 
benefit the school. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, said the 
theft came to light when the PTA 
appointed a new chairman and auditor 
in September of last year. 

She discovered that “large sums” of 
money were missing from the PTA’s 
bank account which should have 
included profits from summer and 
Christmas fairs at the school. 

She confronted Byford who admitted 
taking the money and said she was 
trying to obtain a loan to pay it back. 
When the cash was not repaid, the theft 
was reported to the police.

Byford was interviewed by the police 
in April and made a full confession. She 
said she had started taking the cash 
because she was having financial 
problems. 

Claire Lockwood, defence solicitor, 
said Byford had not tried to hide the 
thefts when she was confronted by the 
headmaster but she did not tell members 
of her family 

“The matter may well have not come 
to the attention of the courts if she had 
dealt with it,” said Miss Lockwood. “She 
chose to bottle it up inside and didn’t tell 
anybody She became desperate. But she 
couldn’t get a secured loan because that 
meant she would have had to tell her 
husband. 

“In hindsight she just wishes she had 
told the school and her family in the first 
place.” 

She said that Byford started by taking 
small cash amounts to pay bills. 

“This isn’t the type of case where she 
has bought herself jewellery and other 
luxuries,” said Miss Lockwood. “These 
were small bills that just spiralled out of 
control.”

VISITORS to historic Palace House, 
Newmarket, for a special heritage 
day were able to find out more 
about the ambitious plans to 
restore the stables on the opposite 
side of the road.

Police 
warning 
to stay 
on track 

MOTORCYCLE enthus¬ 
iasts caught riding on pro¬ 
hibited areas run the risk 
of having their bikes 
seized and crushed. 

Police are planning to 
clamp down on riders 
using areas like the heath 
at Red Lodge and Milden¬ 
hall Woods. 

Now the new Safer 
Neighbourhood Team for 
the Red Lodge area is 
planning a special event on 
Sunday to encourage 
motorcyclists to use only 
legal off-road tracks. 

The team has joined 
forces with the Wildtracks 
off-road activity centre and 
the Forestry Commission 
to get the message across. 

A motorcycle which was 
confiscated and crushed by 
the police will be displayed 
as a warning. 

Police community sup¬ 
port officer Tim Hartup 
said: “Not only do these 
riders cause health and 
safety issues for them¬ 
selves and others, but they 
are often reported to be 
illegally riding on the 
heath. This is unaccept¬ 
able behaviour and anyone 
who continues to break the 
law will be firmly dealt 
with.” 

The heath is also a Site 
of Special Scientific Inter¬ 
est, which is being dam¬ 
aged by the bikes. 

Coun Lisa Chambers, 
county councillor for New¬ 
market and Red Lodge, 
said: “This site is very 
special as there are many 
species of rare plants and 
insects. We want to see this 
as an area where families 
can enjoy their surround¬ 
ings in safety” 

The roadshow will be 
held from 10am until 4pm 
at Wildtracks - it will then 
move onto the heath itself. 


Woman, 75, must wait 
a year for pain relief 


A WOMAN in constant pain 
from a degenerative cond¬ 
ition has been told she must 
wait a year for special 
treatment. 

Marilyn Townsend used to have 
a special injection every six 
months to dull the pain from the 
bone disorder osteoporosis. 

But when she went for the latest 
treatment in July she was told she 
would have to wait until August, 
2008. 

Mrs Townsend, 75, said: “I 
thought they meant this August. 
But I was shocked when they said: 
‘No, it’s next year.’ 

“I’m just having to manage on 
tablets and patches which burn my 
skin. I’m not the only one to suffer 
this delay and I wanted to speak

out on behalf of all the patients 
affected.” 

Mrs Townsend, of Laceys Lane, 
Exning, was due to have an 
appointment at the pain clinic at 
West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, today just to review her 
medication. 

She said she did not blame the 
hospital. 

“It’s the little grey men with the 
money in their pockets who run 
the NHS,” she said. “The staff at 
Bury are so nice and do their best.” 

Mrs Townsend, a widow, said she 
could not afford to pay privately for 
the injection, called a diagnostic 
block, which has to be carried out

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Parents sue after boy 
dropped by nurse dies 


A HOSPITAL is being sued 
over the death of a young 
muscular dystrophy pat¬ 
ient who suffered horrific 
injuries after being drop¬ 
ped by a nurse. 

Although an inquest has ruled 
that Michael Woodhouse, 15, died 
of natural causes just days after 
breaking both legs at Papworth 
Hospital, his parents are taking 
legal action. 

His mother, Michelle, said: “I 
believe he would still be here if 
he hadn’t been dropped. Nothing 
will change my mind. 

“He went into hospital to get 
better and this happened. 

“I trusted Papworth and they 
let me down.” 

The hospital has confirmed the 
nurse involved in the incident 
has been sacked. 

Michael, who was wheelchair- 
bound because of his condition, 
had gone into Papworth with 
breathing problems. 

Mrs Woodhouse, 43, of Meadow 
Way, Barrow, near Newmarket, 
said: “He had been worse before 
and had come out of hospital. 

“I can’t say anything bad about 
Addenbrooke’s - where Michael 
was taken for emergency treat¬ 
ment after the incident. They 
fought to save him.” 

The inquest, at Shire Hall in 
Cambridge, heard that Michael 
died in Addenbrooke’s three days 
after the incident which hap¬ 
pened as he was being lifted out 
of his bed to use the toilet. He 
broke both thigh bones in the 
fall. 

The nurse, who has not been 
identified, should have used an 
electrical hoist, the inquest 
heard. But she tried to lift the 10- 
stone youngster herself with the 
aid of his mother. 

At the inquest a statement 
from Mrs Woodhouse was read. 

In it, she said: “Words can 
barely describe the chasm in my 
life that has been left behind. 

“I was devoted to him and my 
days are filled with crying and 
my nights with nightmares.”

The inquest heard that after 
going to Papworth for tests on 
Michael’s sleeping, on Good 
Friday, April 6, doctors noticed 
his long-term breathing 
problems were getting more 
severe. 

But after Michael had broken 
his legs and had been “screaming 
in pain” for hours, doctors 
decided he needed to be taken to 
A&E at Addenbrooke’s. 

He went in his mother’s car, 
which was adapted to take his 
wheelchair, as there was no 
hospital transport available on 
the bank holiday. 

When Michael arrived doctors 
noticed his oxygen levels were 
low. By the next day he was in 
intensive care suffering from 
severe breathing problems. He 
never recovered and died on 
Monday, April 9. 

Independent pathologist Dr Ian 
Caulder told the inquest that 
Michael’s broken legs did not 
affect his chances of survival but 
the cause of his death was 
bronchial pneumonia. 

The court heard his long term 
breathing problems were caused 
by weakened muscles in his 
diaphragm brought on by his 
muscular dystrophy. 

Coroner David Morris 
recorded a verdict of death by 
natural causes. 

A spokeswoman for Papworth 
Hospital said: “We wish to 
express our sincere regret that, 
owing to the failure of a member 
of staff to follow the trust’s 
patient-handling policy and her 
training, Michael Woodhouse fell 
whilst being moved from his bed 
and sustained fractures to both 
his legs. The employee concerned 
no longer works for the trust. 

“We would also like to express 
our sincere condolences to Mich¬ 
ael’s family following his sub¬ 
sequent death in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital from a respiratory 
infection.”

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Drug 
grower 
sent to 
prison 

AN illegal immi¬ 
grant caught run¬ 
ning a cannabis 
farm in a house is 
set for deportation 
when he finishes 
his jail sentence. 

Hung Tran was 
supposed to have 
left Britain nearly 
two years ago 
when his student 
visa expired, but 
he was caught in 
July when police 
raided a house in 
Red Lodge and 
found 145 cannabis 
plants growing in 
an elaborate culti¬ 
vation system. 

The raid was 
one of a series on 
properties convert¬ 
ed into indoor 
“farms” for grow¬ 
ing the drug. 

Tran, 22, was 
being paid £500 a 
month to water 
and care for the 
plants in the house 
at Gorse Close. 

He admitted il¬ 
legal production of 
the drug and was 
jailed for nine 
months. Judge 
John Holt, passing 
sentence at Ips¬ 
wich Crown Court, 
recommended he 
be deported on 
completion of his 
sentence. 

Prosecutor Ian 
Pells said Tran 
was arrested in a 
raid in which fert¬ 
iliser, electrical 
equipment and 
face masks were 
discovered. 

Tran told police 
he had been app¬ 
roached by a Viet¬ 
namese man to 
look after the 
plants and had 
done so for eight 
weeks. 


Trainer fears homeless 
flats could upset horses 


A HORSE trainer is 
opposing new flats 
for homeless people 
because they might 
upset his thorough¬ 
breds. 

Brian McMath claims 
his highly-strung race¬ 
horses are already being 
disturbed by people 
housed by the Open Door 
charity, which has ex- 
Beirut hostage Terry 
Waite as its patron. 

The 10-year-old charity 
wants to convert a 
former estate agent’s in 
Newmarket to provide 
six more flats for young 
homeless people. The 
church-founded group 
already runs three neigh- 
bouring houses in the 
High Street, converted to 
flats and bedsits. 

Mr McMath comp¬ 
lained to town coun¬ 
cillors that he already 
suffered disturbances 
during the early hours of 
the morning from people 
living at Open Door flats. 

“There was loud music 
at 2.30am,” he said. “I 
called the police and they 
said I had to call envir¬ 
onmental health. I held 
my phone out so they 
could hear the noise, but 
no-one came. 

“There have been loud 
arguments and people 
have thrown crockery 
into the yard and on to 
the roof of the stables.

“Racehorses are very 
easily frightened and can 
injure themselves. One 
of the horses cost more 
than £50,000.” 

He added: “How can I 
explain to an owner that 
a horse is out of racing 
for a year because some¬ 
one chucked a mug into 
the yard and frightened 
it. Open Door is a good 
charity, but I think they 
have enough houses in 
this part of town. 

“If they get this next 
house it will be right on 
my doorstep and will be 
a real headache for me.” 

Mr McMath, 52, has 
been in racing for 32 
years. He started with 
point to point horses and 
now trains for flat 
racing. He has been 
based at his Stockbridge 
Stables in the High 
Street for five years. 

He has six horses in 
the stables, but hopes to 
have double that number 
next year. 

The town council’s 
development and plan¬ 
ning committee backed 
Mr McMath’s opposition 
to the application for a 
change of use for the 
former Smiths Gore 
estate agents. 

Coun Mick Jefferys, 
former mayor, said: “It’s

too many houses in 
multiple occupation in 
the same area. 

“We recognise there’s 
a need for this, but there 
is too much of a concen¬ 
tration in one place. 

“There are difficulties 
of management and dist¬ 
urbances to residents.” 

John Durrant, general 
manager of Open Door, 
said: “We have spoken to 
our neighbour and we do 
appreciate he has had 
some difficulties with 
some of our residents 
who don’t always 
conform to our rules. We 


do our best to control 
our residents and 
encourage our neigh¬ 
bours to make direct 
contact with us if there 
are problems.” 

He added: “Young 
people will sometimes 
do things they should 
not do.” 

Mr Durrant said the 
proposed flats would be 
for young people who 


needed less super¬ 
vision, but there would 
still be 24-hour-a-day 
management of the 
flats. 

If permission is 
granted by members of 
Forest Heath District 
Council the charity 
hopes to be able to 
convert the building 
into six flats within six 
months.

Fund launch to aid soldiers’ families 


Sir, As many already know The 
First Battalion Royal Anglian 
Regiment has been serving in 
Afghanistan since the beginning 
of April 2007, particularly in 
Helmand Province which has 
seen some of the fiercest 
fighting against the Taliban. 

The “Vikings”, as they are 
known, have to date suffered 
nine soldiers killed and many 
wounded in their efforts to 
defend the Kajaki Dam, and the 
towns of Nowzad and Sangin 
from the Taliban as troops 
struggle to restore irrigation and 
rebuild the local hospital. 

The commanding officer of the 


Vikings has launched a 
memorial fund for the battalion 
to assist families of the 
bereaved, and those who have 
been wounded, including a 
number who have lost limbs and 
suffered other frightful injuries. 
From the proceeds of this fund, 
it is also intended to provide a 
permanent memorial to those 
who have lost their lives in 
Afghanistan. 

Many of us have strong views 
on the rights and wrongs of the 
Iraq and Afghanistan conflicts, 
but we should remember that 
these soldiers silently are doing 
our bidding via our elected 


government, so in that respect 
the nation as a whole bears a 
responsibility, whatever our 
chosen religious, political or 
occupational lifestyle, and 
whatever our personal 
viewpoint. Disagreement should 
not make us pretend that their 
suffering does not exist nor 
obviate our responsibility. 

When you hear a three-year-old 
child say “Is my daddy dying?” 
you are reminded how much the 
families of these soldiers are 
affected, no matter how 
seemingly remote. 

May I urge you to consider 
donating to this charity.

Hall lottery funds bid 
must ‘wait and see’ 


LOTTERY chiefs need 
more time to consider an 
application for £500,000 
to help pay for a long- 
awaited revamp of a 
town’s public hall. 

But Newmarket town 
councillors are still hopeful 
that their bid for cash sup¬ 
port towards a £1.3 million 
scheme for the Memorial Hall 
in the High Street will 
succeed. 

The hall, which also serves 
as the council’s headquarters, 
was built in 1911 to commem¬ 
orate King Edward VII. It was 
“inherited” from previous 
owners Forest Heath District 
Council seven years ago.

An application was sub¬ 
mitted for lottery funding in 
April and a decision was 
expected from the Big Lottery 
Fund by the end of August. 
Now the fund has said a 
decision will not be made 
until December. 

In a letter to the council, 
Liz Daw, head of programme 
management for the Big 
Lottery Fund, said more than 
three times the number of 
expected applications had 
been received. 

The hall bid is one of 545 
which have progressed 


through the initial assess¬ 
ment stage out of the 1,600 
applications. 

She told the council: “We 
are now working hard to fully 
assess these applications, so 
that we make recommend¬ 
ations to our England com¬ 
mittee about those that most 
fully meet our criteria.” 

She said that the council 
would be contacted by a 
grants officer before the end 
of October to get more 
details. The council is hoping 
to fund the rest of the project 
by a loan from the Public 
Works loan board. 

Coun Bill Burch, the 
mayor, said: “At least it’s a 
step in the right direction. We 


can only wait and see. Let’s 
hope our application is 
successful.” 

He said the hall was now in 
good repair after the council 
had paid to have rotten 
floorboards replaced and a 
leaking roof repaired. 

The scheme will pay to 
update the hall with impr¬ 
oved heating and lighting. It 
is used for a range of activ¬ 
ities, including the Battle of 
the Bands music contest and 
town council meetings. 

A separate scheme, which 
would involve demolishing 
most of the building and the 
creation of a new multi¬ 
storey car park is still being 
discussed.

One pole down for 
Arctic adventurer 


RETIRED jockey Richard 
Dunwoody has postponed plans 
for a charity pole-dancing night. 
The three-times National Hunt 
champion was preparing to hold 
the event at Newmarket’s Heaven 
lap dancing club on October 5, to 
raise money for his charity trek to 
the South Pole later this year. 

Now it has been postponed until 
February or March - after the 
South Pole leg, but before he sets 
off for the North Pole. 

Richard, 43, will be raising money 
for three charities: Newmarket’s 
Racing Welfare, Spinal Research 
and children’s charity SPARKS. 

He was looking for £5,000 
sponsorship for the pole-dancing 
night which would tie in with a day 
in Newmarket for horseracing fans. 
It would have included viewing 
horses on the gallops in the 
morning, a visit to the races in the 
afternoon and the pole-dancing 


event the same night. 

Richard is still involved with a 
charity horserace for retired 
jockeys at Kempton which he 
hopes will bring in £20,000, but he 
needs to attract sponsorship worth 
£50,000 for his South Pole trek 
from November to January. 

The 700-mile ski trip is due to take 
50 days, and will see him towing a 
120-pound sled for 10 hours a day, 
alongside three companions. 
Richard, a trustee of Racing 
Welfare, retired from racing in 1999 
at the age of 35 due to injury. He 
won a record 1,699 races, but 
suffered 672 falls. He is best 
known for his partnership with 
Desert Orchid, the popular horse 
that died at Newmarket earlier this 
year. 

Richard has already undertaken 
two Arctic challenges, but this is 
set to be the toughest yet. He said: 
“The expedition will raise

significant funds for the three 
charities that inspire me in 
everything I do, with the added 
bonus that I’ll also be achieving a 
long-term ambition to conquer the 
geographic South Pole.

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‘Madness’ of 100,000 more homes

CAMBRIDGESHIRE MPs 
have reacted with horror to 
plans to build thousands 
more homes in the county, 
warning they would be 
“madness” without major 
local investment. 

David Howarth, Andrew Lan- 
sley, Jim Paice, Malcolm Moss and 
Shailesh Vara were reacting to an 
independent study on the impact 
of economic growth across the 
region. The findings warn that 
more than 100,000 extra homes 
could be needed across the East of 
England by 2021 - on top of the 
508,000 already planned. 

The East of England Develop¬ 
ment Agency (EEDA) is asking 
people for views on its regional 
economic strategy which sets out 
plans to meet challenges such as 
climate change up to 2031. But 
among the scenarios is a predict¬ 
ion that 613,000 homes could be 
needed by 2021 - considerably 
more than the 478,000 advocated by 
the East of England Regional 
Assembly (EERA) and above the 
Government target of 508,000. 

Cambridgeshire is already exp¬ 
ected to accommodate more than 
50,000 properties, including the 
new town of Northstowe and 
10,000 homes at Cambridge East. 
EERA is concerned about adding 
another 105,000 without infra¬ 
structure. 

Cambridgeshire South East MP 
Jim Paice said: “This would be 
madness without major invest¬ 
ment in infrastructure - roads, 
rail, buses, schools and hospitals.

I’m not convinced the extra homes 
are needed.” 

Cambridgeshire South MP Mr 
Lansley said: “I would oppose any 
such proposals. The fact is you 
cannot have thousands more 
homes near Cambridge without 
ruining the quality of life here. 
Many homes would not be for 
people living and working in and 
around Cambridgeshire but for 
commuters to London. They sho¬ 
uld build more homes on brown¬ 
field sites in the Lea Valley in the 
East of the Capital. Not everyone 
can live where they want.” 

Cambridge City MP David 
Howarth said: “Both EERA and 
EEDA are right in emphasising 
that vital infrastructure must be 
put in place before new houses are 
built and this infrastructure must 
include major improvements to 
public transport.” 

Cambridgeshire North-East MP 
Malcolm Moss said: “I think there 
is no doubt new homes are needed 
and there is space, for instance in 
the Fens. But it would be unsust¬ 
ainable to build this number of 
houses without massive infra¬ 
structure improvements - new 
dual carriageway roads, better 
public transport, especially rail, 
and improved health care and 
schools. That must go ahead other¬ 
wise you are building houses for 
people to spend hours in cars 
going to and from work.” 

Cambridgeshire North-West MP 
Shailesh Vara said: “You can’t 
build more houses in the county 


before making major improve¬ 
ments to the local infrastructure 
and public services.” 

Sir David Trippier, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire Horizons, which 
is overseeing the delivery of 47,500 
homes across the county said he 
does not believe more homes are 
needed and that most people living 
in the region would agree. 

He said: “As far as I’m concerned 
in the Cambridge sub-region the 
number of homes now planned is 
sufficient for the growth in popul¬ 
ation which is predicted. The vast 
number of people who live in the 
sub-region would say enough is 
enough.” 

Coun Derrick Ashley, EERA’s 
regional planning panel chairman, 
said: “The Assembly’s draft East of 
England Plan already contains 
ambitious targets for new jobs and 
housing which we believe are the 
maximum that can be delivered 


given the region’s lack of trans¬ 
port and other supporting infra¬ 
structure, and the need to safe¬ 
guard the region’s environment 
and quality of life. We will closely 
examine EEDA’s draft economic 
strategy and scenarios for growth 
before making a formal response.” 

The Government has announced 
EERA is to be wound up by 2010 
and will be replaced by the 
development agency. 

As well as predicting housing 
demand, modelling for the draft 
report forecasts job growth of 50 
per cent in East Cambridgeshire 
by 2031. South Cambridgeshire 
will see a 30.5 per cent increase 
and Cambridge 19 per cent. Rapid 
population growth is expected. 

Jamie Merrick, head of strategy 
at EEDA, said EERA’s involvement 
was welcomed. 

He added: “We share EERA’s 
concerns that economic growth 


should be sustainable and major 
issues, such as transport congest¬ 
ion, infrastructure bottlenecks 
and housing demand, are planned 
and managed carefully 

“This requires EEDA, EERA 
and all other major regional and 
local bodies to explore and test 
different growth scenarios. This is 
why the draft regional economic 
strategy includes independent 
research on possible future 
housing demand. EEDA is not 
calling for a major expansion in 
housing numbers. We have sought 
to throw light on the very real 
pressures on infrastructure, land- 
use, housing and public services 
that result from increasing 
growth.”

MOZART’S opera Cosi Fan 
Tutte will ring out from an 
intimate college setting in 
Cambridge this month. 

City company Figaro Opera has 
built a name for itself over the past 
13 years with its small scale, 
professionally produced 
productions. 

It is presenting Cosi Fan Tutte 
with piano accompaniment at 
Sidney Sussex College chapel on 
Saturday, and again on 
September 29 and October 6. 

The company is run by John 
Williams and Penelope Fletcher, 
two professional singers who aim 
to attract both opera lovers and 
those who never have dipped 
their toe in the genre before. 

“Our approach is an intimate 
scale performance, fully staged 
with scenery and costumes and 
professional singers singing in 
English,” explains John. 

“We abridge what we are doing so 
that an opera which would last 
three hours comes down to two 
which is a comfortable length of 
time to sit in a chapel. We don’t 
overstretch the attention span and 
people can get a really good idea 
of what the opera is all about. 
“When an opera is done full scale 
and sung in Italian, it all sounds 
very grand but most people don’t 
have a clue what’s going on and 


often sit there thinking, ‘Am I 
supposed to be enjoying this?’ 

“It isn’t a big auditorium with an 
orchestra, it’s an intimate atmos¬ 
phere where people can really get 
the live experience up close.” 

Cosi Fan Tutte is one of Mozart’s 
best loved and funniest operas. It 
follows cynical Don Alfonso who 
bets his friends Ferrando and 
Guglielmo that their sweethearts 
will be unfaithful to them within the 
next 24 hours. The pair pretend to 
leave for the army but return 
dressed as moustachioed 
Albanians to try and woo their 


lovers and test their fidelity. The 
classic romantic romp ends with a 
bittersweet ending. 

“It’s marvellous fun but it’s a lot of 
hard work,” says Penelope. “It’s a 
labour of love for both of us. 

“We started the company 13 years 
ago and we have got quite a little 
following going locally, we often 
see the same faces cropping up 
again and again.”

WHEN it comes to the 
unveiling of futuristic 
concept cars, Citroen’s 
motor show track 
record is hard to beat. 

And the firm has just 
taken off the wraps off yet 
another crowd-stunner at 
the Frankfurt, Germany, 
Motor Show. 

The C-Cactus - named 
after the desert plant 
because it is so low on 
consumption - is the French 
firm’s imaginative and 
ingenious eco-friendly 
concept that has a lot more 
going for it than just 
dramatic design. 

The diesel-electric 
concept’s claimed overall 
97.4mpg - a staggering 
figure - is at the core of this 
bold and ultra eco-friendly 
family-sized machine, 
combining a 70bhp diesel 
unit with a 30bhp electric 
motor. Top speed has been 
capped at 93mph to further 
frugality, and C02 
emissions are a maximum 
7 8 g / k m , 
although it 
can off 
course, run 
in zero 
emissions 
mode. 

The shape 
is more than 
just an eye- 
catcher, too. 

A new 

approach to 
overall 
styling has 

helped keep projected 
production costs down so 
that, should it make it onto 
the streets in the near 
future, the C-Cactus could 
be sold for a similar cost as 
a conventional car - hybrids 
are currently far more 
expensive than 

conventional counterparts. 

Citroen’s engineers have 
achieved this by 
streamlining the number of 
parts required, 

incorporated several 
functions into a single part, 
and removed features that 
are non-essential to the 
running of the car or to the 
comfort and safety of the 
occupants. 

The cabin consists of just 
over 200 parts, only around 
half that of a similarly- 
sized conventional car - for 
example, the normal

dashboard and bonnet have 
been dispensed with. It also 
uses a significant number of 
recycled, or recyclable, 
materials. 

The C-Cactus door panels 
are made of just two parts, 
compared to 12 in a 
standard motor, and 
loudspeakers, gearbox 
controls, and a navigation 
system is grouped on the 
central driving console, 
with the ignition key also 
doubling as an MP3 player. 

Front seats are just two 
pieces each, too - a moulded 
foam cushion, and the 
frame it sits on. 

Big 21-inch wheels do 
more than simply add to the 
contemporary look of the 
car, they are large-diameter 
and have low-profile tyres 
help to cut ground friction 
area and boost fuel 
efficiency. 

Despite slashing the 
number of parts needed to 
make this concept, Citroen 
has added satnav, an 
onboard computer, and 
produced 
quality audio 
capability 
from just two 
loud- 
speakers. 

Overall 
dimensions 
of the C- 
Cactus put it 
at 4.2 metres 
long and 1.8 
metres wide 
- that puts it 
in Ford 
Focus territory - and it 
comes with a sizeable boot, 
the floor of which can slide 
forward to reveal a sub-level 
to help it cope with bulkier 
objects. 

The C-Cactus proves once 
again, though, that Citroen 
can add its own quirky 
offering to the mainstream 
market, something it has 
been doing since the 1930s, 
when the 2CV first appeared 
as a concept. 

Hailed as one of the 
world’s best car designs, the 
2CV was due to appear at 
the 1939 Paris Motor Show - 
but shelved until 1948 due to 
the War - and Citroen has 
been wowing the motoring 
faithful ever since with a 
series of unique concepts, 
many, like the 1950s DS and 
1980s CX ranges, becoming 
design icons.

AMG, forget 
that M5 thing, 
because the 
new hyper¬ 
estate on the 
block is 
coming, writes 
Alex Goy.

Powered by a 
5.2-litre twin 
turbo V10 

(‘borrowed’ from 
the Lamborghini 
Gallardo) its set to 
be a seriously 
rapid piece of kit. 

About two 
months ago the 
RS6’s chassis 
number was 
leaked and some 
bright soul 
worked out that 
the car was set to 
have a world 
stopping 570bhp. 
But they were 
wrong, because 
soon afterwards 
an Audi insider 
revealed that it 
would have 
something closer 
to 610bhp. 

As far as design 
goes, it’s fairly 
placid and could 
(to the untrained 
eye) pass as 
something a lot 
less volatile. 
However, take a 
closer look at 
those boxy wheel 
arches - which 
hark back to the 
days of the 
original Audi 
Quattro. The 
arches, its slightly 
more aggressive 
body kit and the 
‘RS’ badges are 
the only hints you 
get that it’s an 
RS6. Those and 
the noise it makes 
as it blitzes you at 
the lights, that is. 

At first there 
will only be an 
estate, but a 
saloon variant is 
slated for the 
middle of next 
year. 

So far there are 
no official details 
on price, but it 
has been 

suggested that 
it’ll set you back 
£65,000-£75,000.

WHEN it comes to the 
unveiling of futuristic 
concept cars, Citroen’s 
motor show track record 
is hard to beat. 

And the firm has just taken 
off the wraps off yet another 
crowd-stunner at the 
Frankfurt, Germany, Motor 
Show. 

The C-Cactus - named after 
the desert plant because it is 
so low on consumption - is the 
French firm’s imaginative and 
ingenious eco-friendly concept 
that has a lot more going for it 
than just dramatic design. 

The diesel-electric concept’s 
claimed overall 97.4mpg - a 
staggering figure - is at the 
core of this bold and ultra eco- 
friendly family-sized machine, 
combining a 70bhp diesel unit 
with a 30bhp electric motor. 
Top speed has been capped at 
93mph to further frugality, and 
C02 emissions are a maximum 
78g/km, although it can off 
course, run in zero emissions 
mode. 

The shape is more than just 
an eye-catcher, too. A new 
approach to overall styling has 
helped keep projected 
production costs down so that, 
should it make it onto the 
streets in the near future, the 
C-Cactus could be sold for a 
similar cost as a conventional 
car - hybrids are currently far 
more expensive 
than conventional 
counterparts. 

Citroen’s 
engineers have 
achieved this by 
streamlining the 
number of parts 
required, 
incorporated 
several functions 
into a single part, 
and removed 
features that are 
non-essential to 
the running of 
the car or to the 
comfort and 
safety of the 
occupants. 

The cabin 
consists of just 
over 200 parts, 
only around half 
that of a 
similarly-sized 
conventional car - 
for example, the 
normal 
dashboard and 
bonnet have been 
dispensed with. It 
also uses a 
significant 
number of 

recycled, or 
recyclable, 
materials. 

The C-Cactus 
door panels are 
made of just two 
parts, compared 
to 12 in a standard 
motor, and 

loudspeakers, 
gearbox controls, 
and a navigation 
system is grouped 
on the central 
driving console, 
with the ignition 
key also doubling 
as an MP3 player. 

Front seats are 
just two pieces 
each, too - a 
moulded foam 
cushion, and the 
frame it sits on. 

Big 21-inch 
wheels do more 
than simply add 
to the 


contemporary look of the car, 
they are large-diameter and 
have low-profile tyres help to 
cut ground friction area and 
boost fuel efficiency. 

Despite slashing the number 
of parts needed to make this 
concept, Citroen has added 
satnav, an onboard computer, 
and produced quality audio 
capability from just two 
loudspeakers. 

Overall dimensions of the C- 
Cactus put it at 4.2 metres long 
and 1.8 metres wide - that puts 
it in Ford Focus territory - 
and it comes with a sizeable 
boot, the floor of which can 
slide forward to reveal a sub- 
level to help it cope with 


bulkier objects. 

The C-Cactus proves once 
again, though, that Citroen 
can add its own quirky 
offering to the mainstream 
market, something it has been 
doing since the 1930s, when 
the 2CV first appeared as a 
concept. 

Hailed as one of the world’s 
best car designs, the 2CV was 
due to appear at the 1939 Paris 
Motor Show - but shelved 
until 1948 due to the War - and 
Citroen has been wowing the 
motoring faithful ever since 
with a series of unique 
concepts, many, like the 1950s 
DS and 1980s CX ranges, 
becoming design icons.

USED vehicle sales 
have exceeded many 
dealers’ expectations 
in July and August, 
following a lacklustre 
period of activity in 
late spring and early 
summer. 

The experts at Eurotax 
Glass’s say the effect of this 
upturn in business is that 
many are now short of 
stock to satisfy customer 
demand. 

“The summer holiday 
period is traditionally a 
quieter time in the used car 
market,” says Adrian 
Rushmore, managing editor 
at EurotaxGlass’s, the used 
car market experts. 

“It is encouraging to hear 
that dealers have had 
experienced levels of 
enquiries and sales during 
the last two months,” adds 
Rushmore. 

While acknowledging the 
good news, Rushmore also 
sounds a note of caution: 
“Retail sales can be erratic 
at this time of year, and it is 
not unusual for traders to 
report that a good month is 
then followed by a more 
difficult one, with no 
obvious reason,” he says. 

Meanwhile, Britain is 
back in gear for the school 
run, judging, says buyer 
advice website UsedCar 
Expert.com, by the “back to 
school” adverts appearing 
everywhere. The website’s 
spokesman, Matt 

Tumbridge, says: “In 
kitting your kids out for the 
new term, you might also 
want a car more suited to 
carrying them, their 
friends, and an ever¬ 
growing amount of school 
equipment.” 

So here are three second¬ 
hand buys from the era 
when new MPVs were the 
thing to have - now, they’re 
used bargains. 

■ Ford Galaxy (1995- 
present) - “The Galaxy is a 


best-selling people carrier 
because it raised the bar for 
the entire genre,” says 
Tumbridge. “It is car-like to 
drive, and has typically low 
Ford running costs.There 
are lots around, so buyers 
can be choosy.” 

Most economical model is 
the 1.9 TD 90, with 52mpg 
overall, and best used buy 
is the 2.3 petrol engine, in 
the form of Ghia from 1995- 
on, or LX from 2000-on. 

UsedCar Expert.com lists 
16 buyers’ checks, and 
prices a ’00 Galaxy with 
70,000 miles at around 
£4,100 from a local dealer. 

■ Fiat Multipla (1999- 
present) - “The odd looks 
frighten car dealers, which 
has meant some very soft 
prices,” asserts Tumbridge. 
“But it is much more than 
just a boldly-designed 
exterior, the interior is 
equally jolly without 
compromising practicality. 
A good choice if you don’t 
care what the neighbours 
think.” 

Most economical is the 
JTD, returning 44.1mpg 
overall, and best used buy, 
the 1.6 ELX, is cheap and 
well-equipped. 

UsedCarExpert.com 
buyers has an 11-check 
rundown, and prices a 2002 
1.6, with 50,000 recorded 
miles, at around £4,000 at a 
trade outlet. 

■ Peugeot 806 (1995-2002) - 
“The Peugeot has good 
equipment including seats 
like armchairs,” says Tum¬ 
bridge, adding: “It is 
practical, reliable, and 
better value than the well- 
known rival models.” 

Most economical model is 
the 2.0 HDi, returning 
42.2mpg, and best used buy 
is the 2.0 16 valve from 1998 
with GLX specification. 

UsedCarExpert.com has 
14 pre-buy checks listed, 
and prices a ’00 2.0 GLX, 
with 70,000 miles on the 
clock, at around £4,500 from 
a dealer.
